04.” - And noe he proposes to“ regulate” « busi- 
ness which hus ever defied and eluded a!! reguia- 
tions. He lays great stress upon the impossib:': 
ty of completely enforcing the protibstory laws ; 
as though eny law can be folly enforced, 0 long 
ee anprincipied men are tempted to its vio- 
leven. 

Pilate spoke the truth when be said, thet there 
are many good laws ; but that one more = areded, 
namely, a lew thet these guod laws shall be bei. 
ter observed. Who believes thet the existing 
wholesome laws epon the sobject of the rum- 
trode cannot be es thoroughly enfores! as eny 
statute in the book, if the city magistretes and 
officers were disposed to risk their populanty, and 
forego theif ease, by vigorous efforts te put them 
in fuil foree. 

It ie another saying of Piate’s, that good laws 
grow cut of bed manners. Asif the state of 
morale sax 2g us is 80 low as Mr. Bigelow asserts, 
thea there s an inuch more peed of stragent laws, 
strictly enforced, to correct the evil. Uf it is 
tree, as he states, thet the present laws caanct 
be carned inte exceuiwon, of sceount of the per- 
vereon ws and stubbornness of the hquor.sellers, 
then what lew cae be custsined ageing the de- 
terminstion of euch as are deternuned to break 
them.
